We assert without fear of successful contradiction that Mr. Taft's adminis- 


tration has .been remarkably able, 'efficient and progressive. In making that 
assertion we Imve the facts to back it up. Here is the :record. 


The tariff has been revised and the revision was downward, nut no industry 


has'been deprived of adequate protection. Fifty-one percent of the foreign 
goods imported last year came in "duty free. The duties on all importations 
were reduced 21 per cent When anybody says that the revision was upward 
rather than downward he says something that is not true. The facts disprove 
the assertion. 


In order that future revisions of tariff may be mndf scientifically the 


president urged Congress to create a tariff commission and such a commission i 
was created/and it-had collected a great deal of valuable information during 
its-short existence. .When the' democrats, with the aid of (he progressives 
legislated this commission out of office by refusing to continue the appropria- 
tion for Its maintenance a decidedly backward step was taken. President 
Taft's advocacy of the commission method of dealing with the tariff question j 
is the most advanced stand that any president lias ever taken on this subject. 


In connection with the tariff bill, and upon the earnest recommendation of 


the president. Congress enacted a corporation tax law which yields the govern- 
ment $30,ljOO,000 annually, and results in the further surveillance of corporate 
activities. 


A reciprocity arrangement with Canada, which had been talked about for 


jeari, was negotiated by the president, and it was his firm belief that this trade 
pact would increase the feeling of good will between the two countries ana 
prove commercially advantageous to both. It was a severe disappointment to 
him when Canada voted .it down, but to all outward appearances his serenity 
was not disturbed. 


One of the first acts of the president was to recommend the establishment 


of a commission to inquire into various operations of governmental depart- 
ments and to ascertain whether the business of Die government might not be 
carried on at less cost. Congress created such a commission and already it has 
saved to the taxpayers of the country more than $3.000,000 annually by its sug-
